Paris, Sept. 16.—The German arm y j 
has succeeded In reform ing at least a 1 
large part of its shattered units and 
is making a desperate stand north of! 
the Alane river. 
The allies are pursuing the invaders, 
hard, hut no decisive result has been 
announced. 
Although the strength of the re 
sportive ton es engaged is kept secret* 
it is believed that there is little dif­ 
ference numerically between the Ie 
glous of the kaiser and the allies’ com­ 
bined forces, but there is this differ­ 
ence: The allies are in close touch 
with their base and are abundantly 
supplied with food aud munitions.

A report that General Von 
Kluk 
has surrendered with a command esti­ 
mated at from 14,000 to 25,000 is not 
continued. It may be that a consider­ 
able body of Ilk troops have been 
taken, but a gene ral surrender would 
involve the disposition of 100,000 men 
at least. 
The correspondent of the London 
Central News at Dieppe, under date 
of Monday, Sept. 14, transm its a re* 
port that the German arm y under Gen- 
end Von Klifk has been forced to sur­ 
render. The corespondent says: 
“A report has reached Dieppe that 
the extrem e left of the allies, after 
making ?n encircling m ovement by 
way of Hove ami Ham and brining a 
force from the Boulogne district, has 
eompolled General Von Kluk to sur­ 
render with, according to one state­ 
ment, 11,000 men, and according to 
another statem ent, 25,000 men, and a 
quantity of guns and war m aterial.” 
General Von Kluk has been opt rat 
ing in the Ceriman right wing and has 
consequently been opposed to the left 
wing of tin* allies. His arm y has been 
retiring before the allies for several 
days.

points in Pram e. 
Home military authorities arc quoted 
as saying its occupation is equal to 
the destruction of the right wing of 
the kaiser's army.

France and Belgium aud retire to the 
right bank of the Rhine. This is not 
confirmed. 
An official report says: “The Ger­

through Va Hermes en Arg, Conseuvoye 
and Omen.” 
As has been the case since the be­ 
ginning of the battle of the Marne 
more than a week ago, the final out­ 
come of this mighty struggle seems to 
depend upon the arm y of the crown 
print**, Frederick William, in the der- 
man center, tin* head quarters of which 
has been retired to Montfaucon. 
As this town is fifteen miles north­ 
west of Verdun the crown prince’s 
move st .m s to Imply the approaching 
relief of that French fortress, which 
his army lias been besieging for the 
past week. 
However, no news of the actual sit­ 
uation there has yet come through, nor 
Is official confirmation of the reported 
rail of the fortified position of Mau- 
beuge forthcoming I rom the French 
sources. 
The present operations of the crown 
print e, so far as they are known, 
b rids color to the re to rt that the Ger 
man armies, if forced to quit France, 
will retire through the duchy of Lux­ 
emburg and the Belgian province of 
Luxemburg. 
He seems to be gathering his forces 
for a final stand in the vicinity of 
Montfaucon and Verdun. His fortes 
for battle would be between the Aisne 
and the Meuse, which is the line of 
communication that opens the way to 
Luxeuburg.

FIGHTING FOE EYE TO EYE. 


Charging Over Heap* of Bodies, Going 
Almost Mad From Thiret After Giv­ 
ing Horses Last Drop of W ater—“A 
Gentleman Has to Do That,” Says 
Zouave Hero Wounded at Meaux. 


‘I hat is the story, without any re­ 
touching of my pen. of a young lieu­ 
tenant of zouave* whom I met after 
the battle of Meaux. with blood Htill 
•plashed 
upon 
bi* 
uniform,” 
nay* 
Philip Gibbs of the S e w York Times- 
Loudon Chronicle war service iu a dis­ 
patch from C're! I. 
Bald this zouave, who was put out of 
action by a piece of shell: 
"They did good things, those zouaves 
of in!tie, but it wasn't pleasant work. 
Me fought from village to Tillage, very 
close lighting, so that sometimes we 
could look into our enemy's eyes. 
The 
Moroccans were with us. 
The native 
troops are unlike my iniys, who are 
Frenchmen, mid they were like demons 
with their bayonet work. 
"Our gunners were shelling G erm ans 
from pillar to post. as it were, and 
strewing the ground with their dead. 
It was across and among these dead 
bodies that we infantry had to charge. 


Quick Fir*r»’ Clever Style. 
"The enemy's quick firers were m ar­ 
velous 
They alw ays maneuver them 
In the same style, and a very clever 
style It is. 
First of all, they mask 
them with infantry. 
Then when the 
French charge they reveal them aud 
put us to the test under the most w ith­ 
ering fire, 
it Is almost impossible to 
stand against It, aud in tills case we 
had to retire afte r each rush for about 
2ho meters 
Then quick as lightning 
the Germans got their mitrailleuses 
across the ground which we had yield­ 
ed to them and waited for us to come 
on again, when they re {teated the same 
operation. 
"It Is quite untrue to say t tint th# 
Germans have a greater numlier of mi­ 
trailleuse** than the French. 
I l>elieve 
that the projtortion is exactly the sam e 
to each division, hut they handle them 
more cleverly, and their fire is much 
Uiore effective than ours. 
'Tile G erm an aeroplanes are really 
wonderful Iii the way they search out 
the |*ositlons of our gun* 
We alw ays 
know that w ithin half an hour of ob 
serration by aeroplane shells will begin 
to full above gunners unless they have 
altered their position. 
"For four days this hunting am ong 
the villages on the left bank of the 
Ourrq went on nil the time, and we 
were not very happy with ourselves 
The truth w as we laid no w ater and 
were four days thirsty. 
The heat was 
terrific during the day, and some of 
us wen* almost mad with thirst. 
Our 
tongues were blistered and swollen 
our eyes had a silly kind of look In 
them and a t night we had horrid 
dreams. 
It was intolerable agony. 


Thirsted T hat Horses Might Drink. 
"I have said we were four days w ith­ 
out drink, and that was because we 
ue**d our last w ater for our homes. 
A 
gentleman has to do tiiat. you will 
agree. 
Even then the horses had to 
go without a droji of wuter for tw o 
days, and I'm not ashamed to say, I 
wept suit tears to see the sufferings of 
those poor Innocent creatures who did 
not understand the nienniug of ail this 
bloody business and w ho wondered ut 
our cruelty. 
•The 
nights 
were 
dreadful. 
All 
around us were burning villages and 
at every faint puff of wind sparks 
floated about them Uke falling stars. 
-But other fires were burning. 
Un­ 
der the cover of darkness the G erm ans 
had piled tile dead Into great heaps 
aud had covered them with straw and 
para til ii. then they had set a forth to 
these funeral pyres. 
-Carrion crows were about In the 
dawn that followed. 
One of my own 
comrades lay very badly wounded, and 
when he wakened out of his uncon­ 
sciousness one of these beastly birds 
was sitting on bis chest waiting for 
him to die. That is war. 
-When Every Man Is a Coward.” 
“The German shells were terrifying. 
I confess to you that there were times 
when my nerves were absolutely gone. 
I crouched down with my men (we 
were in o|*»n formation) and ducked 
my head at the sound of the bursting 
►hell. and I trem bled In every limb 
as though I had a fit of ague 
- it Is true that In reality the G er­ 
man shells are not very effective. Only 
about one in four explodes nicely, hut 
it Is ii bsd tiling when, as happened to 
me. tim shells pop|>ed around in a 
diameter of fifty meters. 
One hears 
the zlp-zip of bullets, the boom of the 
great guns. the Ste tang of our French 
artillery, and in nil this infernal ex 
perlence 
of 
noise 
aud 
stencil 
the 
screams at times of dying horses and 
men joined with the fury of gun fire 
and rising shrill above it. no man may 
boast of Ids courage. 
There were mo. 
ments when I was a coward with all 
of them.

F 


ANCY omelets are no more diffi­ 
cult to make than plain ones. 
A I most any fruit* or vegetable* 
may be used in varying them. Some 
excellent recipes for the omelets are 
the following: 
Served With Tomatoes. 
Omelet W ith Tomato Sauce.—Take 
four eggs and beat until light and 
foamy. 
Then add two-thirds of a cup­ 
ful of milk into which lins been mixed 
a teaspoonful of flour, a third of a tea- 
s p o o n fu l of baking powder and a pinch 
of salt. 
Bent all together well and 
cook in u buttered frying pan in a hot 
oven. 
Tomato Omelet.—Take six eggs, two 
ripe tomatoes, three ounces of butter. 
a piece of shallot and seasoning of 
salt and pepper. 
Skin tile tomatoes 
and cut into small pieces. 
Add the 
shallot, chopped fine. 
Separate tile 
eggs and beat both yolk* and whites 
up lig h t 
Mix the tomato, shallot, salt 
nnd pepper with the yolks. 
Put the 
butter into tile frying pan nnd make 
quite hot; then stir the whipped whites 
carefully into the yolks and turn the 
m ixture Into the pan and cook. stirring 
all the time. 
Use For Cold Vegetables. 
Potato Omelet.—Take a cupful of 
mashed 
potatoes, 
three egg*, 
with 
yolks and whites beat#ti separately, a 
scant teaspoonful of salt, a dash of 
white 1 Mf>lier, half a cupful of sweet 
milk and a hen plug teaspoonful of 
flour, 
H eat and grease a large sauce­ 
pan or frying pan ami pour the mix­ 
ture info It. 
Keep on top of stole at 
moderate lieut till set mid browned 
on the under side.

For construction first Join gores us 
notched, leaving left side seam free 
above large "O” perforation In front 
gore 
for placket. 
Pleat extensions, 
creasing on slot perforations, bring 
folded edge to small "o” perforations 
and pre**. Gather upper edge between 
double “TT” perforations. 
Close back seams of ruillcs, adjust to 
position on skirt, centers even, stitch 
upper edges along crosslines of small 
*'o” perforation*; stitch ruffle having 
single perforation along 
upper row, 
ruffle having 2 small "o" perorations 
along second row. ruffle having 3 small 
••0 ” perforations along third row and 
ruffle having 4 *mall "o” perforations 
along lower row. 
Adjust stay to position underneath 
skirt,

"And you have not seen It?” lie snM 
abruptly after huving stared about 
lit in for some moments Iii silence—“you 
have not then seen it? But stay! You 
shall.”

Imt I had called 
it a favorite of Usher’s m ore iii sad 
jest than Iii earnest, for, iii truth.! 
there is little in its uncouth and un­ 
imaginative prolixity which could have 
had Interest for tin* lofty and spiritual1 
Ideality of my friend. It was. however, 
the only (took Immediately a t hand. 
I had arrived at that well known 
portion of the story where Ktbelred, 
the hero of the trist. having sought iii 
vain for |*eaceabie admission into the 
dwelling of the hermit, proceed* to 
make good nu entrance by force. Here. 
it will be remembered, the words of 
the narrative run thus: 
"And Et heired, who was by nature 
of a doughty heart and w ho w as now 
mighty withal on account of tile pow- 
el fulness of the wine w hich he had 
drunken, waited no longer to parley 
with the hermit, who, in sooth, was 
of un obstinate and malicefui turn, 
but, feeling the rain upon bis sboul 


I .ady Madeline within the donjon that 
I experienced the full i»ower of sinh 
feelings 
Sleep came not near my 
couth, while the hour* waned and 
waned away. I struggled to reason off 
the nervousness which had dominion 
over urn 
I endeavored to believe that 
Such, lf not ah of what I felt, was 
due to the !>ewilderlng influence of the 
gloomy furniture of the room of the 
dark und tattered draperies which, tor 
tured Into motion by the breath of a 
rising tempest, swayed fitfully to and 
fro iiiKUi tile walls and rustled uneas­ 
ily about the decorations of the U-d 
But my efforts were fruitless.

General Marion entered it a t 
the upper side; the dragoons who were 
in chase of him leaped th e ,{puce also, 
und w ere only a short distance behind 
him. 
Ilia only fiossible way of eses po 
was to leap the fence at the lower side. 
To drain the field of its superfluous I wheat 
w ater n trench had been cut round ! handle 
that part of the field four feet wide mid I 
four feet deep. 
Tile mud and clay | 
removed in cutting the ditch mude a 
bank on Its Inner side. and on the top I 
of the bauk was a fence. 
In all, the , 
top of the fence was nearly eight feet j 
above the level of the field, and tho J 
ditch, four feet wide, ran parallel with 
It on the farther side.

From the time the farm er is able to

lf this is well dom 
most of the onions will disappear bj 
the cud of summer. 
Borne of tile hard 
shell bulbs, however, may delay ger 
urination for a year or two, so that by 
full a few plants may again l>e Iii evl 
denee. 
The farm er therefore should 
be prepared to follow tile same plan *>1 
deep plowing late iii tile fall, succeeded 
by,* carefully cultivated crop the next 
spring. 
Iii two years this treatment Is 
almost sure death to all the wild oui*-*.* 
in the land, and the work can be carried 
out with hut little extra lulnir and ex 
I rinse. 
The aerial bulbs germinate iii 
the early fall. blit the plants are weak 
und readily destroyed by fall plowing. 
Many farmers have tried the method 
outlined here and have found it to I* 
entirely satisfactory. 
Iii cases where the onion pest Is a 
serious problem It bas been found thut 
if the land is not plow**d until late iii 
the fall and is then planted to small 
grain only a few onion plants will 
ripen their bullriets by harvest time 
the following year. 
By delaying the 
plowing, however, it is frequently Im 
possible to get the best results from 
fall sown grains, and In such cases it 
may 
be preferable to plant spring 
grains. 
Iii the extrem e southern part 
of the onion belt fall grains may b# 
sow n os late as December, and iii th!) 
section 
late plowing 
has the leas! 
harmful effect upon the yield.
